HAS BEEN CURED AT LOUISIANA 


LEPERS' HOME 


And a French Patient, Who Has Suf- 


fered Three Years, Will Soon Be 


Discharged 


New Orleans. La., May 2-'.—A leper 


will shortly be discharged from 
an 


institution for the cure of leprosy, as 
cured of his affliction. A French boy 
15 years old, who has had leprosy for 
three years and has 
been 
in the 


Louisiana Lepers' Home for two years, 
will be discharged from that institu- 
tion, within a month without a trace 
of the disease. 


The boy's name is carefully conceal- 


"d by the authorities. He catae from 
x^ 
J\ew Orleans and was *teeMJfiillted 
to 


the asylum in October^, M02L ^Vhen 


admitted he was of the color of coffee. 
His face is now handsome., with clear 
color on the cheeks, with hair 
aucl 


c-yebrows and lashes. He has lost the 
leering, 
satyrlike grin peculiar 
to 


lepers, and could not be recosnized as 
Iho same ^-ei'son. 


The physicians of the 
home 
will 


keep him under the closest 
surveil- 


lance for six months after he is dis- 
c-harped in order to detect a recrudes- 
cence of the disease, if any is possible. 
For some months past he has had no 
^i.gn of the disease, ami the physicians 
in charge are sure lhat he is absolute- 
':' cured. 


This cure has been effected by the 


method of Dr. Isadore Dyer, of Is'ow 
Orleans, leprolocist for the home, find 
one of the world's authorities on leii- 
>osy. Dr. Dyer's announcement in a 
lecture, one month ago. that patients 
rould be cured, startled the world. 
This is the first case to be discharged. 


Dr. Dyer is reticient. He docs not 


•lesire his name to be mentioned. Bay- 
ing tbat he has done absolutely noth- 
ina; but reanply the method which has 
I.een iniise since the world began for 
the treatment of leprosy.

ihat this boy had 
been so nerfectly 


cured was only disclosed by him in 
the course of an' interview by which 
lie honed to create a sentiment in the 
loslslalure for an

sudden pressing ot'; handkerchiefs to 
faces wrought up with ini-ery of heart. 
There is only, when the soldier leaves 
his wife, a profound obeisance from 
her at the threshold; a bow that 
brings her to her knee.-, and touches 
her foreh";id to the floor. 


Marching to the station the soldier 


is merely one participant in the general 
salutation which the mikado has rec- 
ommended the people te give—lighted 
lantern;; and cries ot "banzail"' if at 
night, and if by day banners and lift- 
ing of hands and the same benediction 
—"Ten thousand year.--;" 


In the course of a lonir historical play 


at the leading theater there is a repre- 
sentation of the family farewell. 
It 


occurs at the end of the seventh hour 
after the high points of the Shogun era 
and the main conflicts of the China war 
have been touched upu'i. The scene is 
a room in a Japanese ollicer's home—- 
sliding screens of exquisite neutral col- 
oring, two women sitting by the in- 
evitable charcoal burner which lights 
cigarettes and pipes and receives the 
ashes. Enters a man rubbing his eyes; 
he has had a dream-and he sits by the 
bibachi and relates it. "Negotiations 
would be broken off because Russia is 
au enemy of peace;" eie.; and at the 
moment au orderly struts down the 
aisle through the audience to the outer 
door of the house on the stage. 
He 


raps; one woman, the servant, goes to 
the door, touches her forehead to the 
floor and receives a note, which she de- 
livers to the dreamer. 


There is no effort t» keep action go- 


ing or to hold the audience by reading 
the note aloud. The officer reads it si- 
lently, reads it twice, reflects a mo- 
ment, then tells his, wife: 


"AVar has come. I must join my 


ship. 1 go at onr-e into peril." 


lie brings from another room his 


samurai sword, his ancestral arm, and 
lays it upon his wife's knees, who 
gazes at it and says nothiuc. His little 
boy comes in and looks at the sword. 


The officer retires, leaves off his ki- 


mono, appears in an English looking 
naval uniform, delivers his samurai 
sword to the waiting orderly, who smil- 
ingly bears it away to the ship. Then 
to his wife the olli.-er says that this is 
no doubt a final sayonara; she will 
never see him a^niu. 
She bows low. 


The little boy approaches and presents 
a photograph of himself.

pins it to his. lapel and goes to the 
threshold. The wile follows and kneels 
while he fastens on his shoes. He starts 
to go. saying no more, when he feels the 
child's hand restraining. Long silence. 
"You 
must let me go," commands the 


father stirlly, drawing away and turn- 
ing the 
photoM-apli underneath his 


coat. The mother bends, touches her 
brow submissively to the carpet and 
does not rise.

ing like that? 
Even a kinetoscope 


couldn't give it life."

warrior is taking his last farewell.

at heart the Japanese are no 


braver than Europeans. 
The quality 


of their courage is, I think, inferior. 
But in their religion, traditions, train- 
ing and organixation there are differ- 
ences which give it effective force. 
White me.ii are brave, though tbey 
dread death; yellow men are brave be- 
cause dea'h has no terror. The offer of 
eternal life which Christian mission- 
aries bring to the east seems no boon.' 
To be rid of consciousness either by 
annihilation or by entrance into some 
new incarnation is more preferred tLaii 
"life everlasting." 


The true story of the Forty-seven 


Faithful, those forty-seven retainers 
of Takumhio Kami, who gave up every- 
thing—wife, children, 
home—became 


outcasts, 
lived for nothing but to 


avenge tbe death of their master, is 
still of great influence. Pilgrims pray 
by their forty-seven graves, because 
these men were patriots, sacrificing all 
to place tbe bead of his enemy on the 
tomb of their overlord, the chief of 
their clan. When that was done they 
cut their own bowels out and died. 


Fortitude is taught to babies. "What 


a coward to cry for a little pain!" 
scolds the mother. "What will you do 
when you lose an arm in battle?" 
Children used to be sent to witness de- 
capitations "and mude to revisit the 
scene at night alone and leave a mark 
of their visit on tbe tnmkless head." 
Kvery boy was trained to be ready for 
harikari; every man to expect that 
some day be would be called as a 
second to a friend condemned to this 
death, and to be thus called meant that 
he should cut bis dear friend's bead off 
with one stroke immediately the dirk 
had done its terrible business in the 
groin. 


Finally, all Asiatics are insensitive. 


Hard drilled nerves and practiced re- 
straint have left them capable of en- 
during much. Besides, they arc not so 
delicately 
organized as 
westerners. 


The storcopticon man inquired of his 
Japanese interpreter, apropos of his 
lack of demonstrative sentiment at 
moments of separation, whether the 
people really felt as keenly as others, 
and the answer was, "No; I think not 
so." 
This general callousness, though 


it coarsens the quality of their spirit 
of daring and bearing, does not,' you 
may be sure, lessen tbe value of it for 
purposes of war.

•when she planned tin- river 


Kile. By making it overflow- its banks 
at regular- intervals and so water the 
surrounding dry land she showed how- 
arid territory-could bo made fertile and 
a desert transformed into a region full 
of the Creator's gift to man. 


There are parts of the earth whore 


rnf'ire. 
HiiMSsisTfd bv man. dors not 


give the soil .sufficient moisture to en- 
able it to become productive. Here is 
'where the value of ingenuity and enter- 
prise comes in. 
-Water is going to 


waste by millions of gallons because it 
is not guided in the risht channels. It 
pours down from the mountains at Cer- 
tain seasons of the year and tears a way 
through the walls of great granite can- 
yons. 
Often it carries death ami de- 


struction in its train because the force 
of the water is pent up instead of Hie 
stream being divided and its contents 
distributed gently over a wide area of 
parched and unproductive land. 


Then the man of science comes along 


and is followed by the engineer, and 
soon we have a government commission 
at work, and the public is told that .vast 
stretches of territory which are use- 
less in their present condition might be: 
made fertile and habitable by the ex-

courses o£ the country, the storage in 
reservoirs of the water that is wasted 
by nature's prodigality nt certain sea- 
sons and its guidance through artificial 
channels to the lands which need mois- 
ture.

"Washington then 
gets to work, and big engineering' proj- 
ects are soon initiated to reclaim the 
arid lands and open them to settlement. 


This is the way in which irrigation 


changes the character of wide sections 
of country. This is why what has been 
known as the Great American desert is 
bound ere long to disappear from the 
map. 


Although irrigation has already done 


so much for certain portions of the 
•west, it is destined to do a great deal 
more now that through general agita- 
tion of the subject, the work of irri- 
gation societies ami the messages of 
recent presidents, including Mr. Roose- 
velt, the whole matter is receiving from 
the government attention commensu- 
rate with its importance.

Roosevelt, whose knowledge of the west 
is based on intimate acquaintance with 
It, realizes the value of prompt and ef- 
fective action in putting into force 
plans for irrigating the arid lands and 
in both speeches and messages has re- 
cently urged the importance of a broad 
minded policy in this direction.

Ordinary private enterprise is not equal 
to the task, and improvements of so 
general ami comprehensive a character 
need tn be planned and carried out 
differently from private enterprises so 
that the benefits will be equally dis- 
tributed to the community as a whole. 


As an example of what the carrying 


out of even a single project of this 
kind means take the case of northwest- 
ern Wyoming, where irrigation works 
on the Shoshone river are in process of 
construction. As a result of the work 
of the United States government engi- 
neers, the irrigation reclamation serv- 
ice decided to expend $2.500,000 in the 
development ot" the land in this part of 
Wyoming by use of the waters

the Shoshone. 
This river contains a 


natural storage reservoir. 
The Sho- 


shone rises in the Yellowstone National 
park, where it obtains a. sulphurous 
character that made the Indians call it 
"Stinking Water." 
It rushes through 


canyons wild and picturesque, and it is 
one of these which is to be dammed so 
that the floods may be stored and the 
waters distributed systematically over 
the parched lands, which only need suf- 
ficient moisture to make them fertile. 
When this project is worked out an 
area of fully 500,000 acres of land will 
be benefited.

There may be 
either two or three panels, but two are 
usually enough. 
Each ptuu-I should 


be 3fi by 18 inches and have two turned 
legs about eight inches high for a sup- 
port. These can be obtained at small 
cost at a woodworking shop or can be 
cut from some old piece of furniture. 
The frame is made exactly like tlio 
frame of a plain screen dour, but the 
crosspieces, which are used us braces 
to strengthen the frame, are placed a 
little above the middle of one pane! 
and as much below the middle of the 
other one. 


The frame is painted or stained; then 


a cover is made for the right side, using 
art denim of a pretty shade on which 
have been appliqued sprays of flowers 
and foliage tut from cretonne. It can 
be pnt on. in either one or two pieces 
for each panel, being fastened closely 
with fancy tacks. 
Before this cover 


is tacked in place the pockets for the 
back of the screen are stitched to it. as 
it is almost impossible to do the work 
after the cover is in place. 


All the pockets are made with a cas- 


ing at the top. in which elastic is run, 
so they are kept tight and snug. The 
deep pocket can be used to bold un- 
finished work or mending. Some dis- 
tance above it a pocket of six inches in 
depth can be placed, to be used for 
holding patterns. All the pockets are 
made to extend clear across the panel. 
On the other panel there are two pock- 
ets, both shallow, one near the top and 
tho other at the bottom.
